.London, Aug. 24 —(/P)— The ar 
rival of still another American con- 
voy — the greatest yet — w i t h 
more thousands of fighting - f i t 
Uniled Slales Iroops stirred Brit- 
ish observers anew today to specu- 
lation on a second front. 


The size of the convoy, so large 


lhat its laden troopships and trans- 
ports scatlered lo many 
British 


ports to unload men and weapons 
now 
dispersed 
among 
waiting 


American bases, accounted 
only 
partly for the predictions of second 
front possibilities. 


Britons noted also Ihe prepared- 
ness of Ihe Americans for absorb- 
ing reinforcements, the 
fronlline 
caliber of Ihe men sent to this war 
theater, the material which accom- 
panied 
them, 
the 
variety 
of 
branches they represented, the em- 
phasis on air strength in 
both 
men and supplies and the psycho- 
logical moment of Iheir arrival. 
The announcement that the vast 
sea train disgorged new fighling 
strength on British soil came while 
London papers were filled w i t h 
comment analyzing Prime Minister 
Churchill's recent mission to Mos- 
cow and calling last week's batlle 
of Dieppe only a portent of things 
to come. 


Because of 24 - hour - a - day 
work setting up huge bases in Bri- 
tain, the Americans now are able 
to absorb ground forces at a great- 
ly accelerated pace and the strik- 
ing power of the air force, it was 
pointed out, can be doubled and re- 
doubled quickly now that 
the 


months of preliminary preparation 
are behind it. 


The eagerness of the new United 
Slates troops for action — t h e i r 
motlo is: "Let's get it over with" 
— and their smart, well - drilled 
appearance at the debarkation port 
accented the statement of Maj. 
Gen. Mark Clark, commander 
of 


U. S. ground troops in the Eu- 
ropean zone, that only "c r a c k" 
outfits were being sent here.

day and the nation was outwardly 
calm, but the navy and air force 
stepped up their off - shore pa 
trols — especially in the region o 
!1V°nnNaKal "blu8c", which is only 
1,600 miles from Dakar, Africa.

Miller Orders 
Election Probe 


Little Rock, Aug. 24—(/P)—Attor- 


ney General Biddle notified U. S. 
District Attorney Sam Rorcx today 
he had ordered federal grand jury 
investigations into alleged election 
frauds and civil rights violations 
in the senatorial race at the re- 
cent Arkansas Democratic 
prima- 
ries. 


Biddle said the charges, which 
have been under secret FBI in- 
vestigation the past several weeks, 
mvolvd numerous instances 
of 


alleged irregularities in the use of 
poll lax receipts, counting of bal- 
lots and denial of voting privileges 
to qualified Negro citizens. 


The investigation was undertaken 


upon the recommendation of the 
civil rights section of the Depart- 
ment of Justice's criminal division. 


Fort Smith, Ark., Aug. 24 — (#>)— 
U. S. District Judge John E. Mil- 
ler charged a23-man federal grand 
jury today to investigate reports 
of alleged irregularities 
in 
the 


July 28 and Aug. 11 Democratic 
primaries. 


Asserting that "the right to vote 


and to have a vole counted cor- 
rectly is a personal right protected 
by the constitution," Judge Miller 
declared the 
federal 
conspiracy 


stalue mighl be applied lo any per- 
son or group benefitting from elec- 
tion irregularities. 


He cited as grounds for possible 


indictment for fraudulent certifica- 
tion,

The jurist emphasized that his 
charge was not directed "at any 
particular county, any man or set 
of men." U. S. District Judge C. R.

Reports Execution of 35 
Czechs, Croats, Slovenes 
by Nazis in Reprisals 


London, Aug. 24 — (/P)— The exo--5)- 


cution of 35 more Czechs, Croats" 
and Slovenes by the Germans and 
Italians was reported today with 
accompanying threats that ten hos- 
tages would be killed for each new 
assault in occupied Croatia. 


The Czech government in London 


reported that two patriots, Vladis- 
lav Erazda of Cersenice and Fran- 
lisek Janik of Preory, were put to 
death for "treasonably favoring the 
enemy, possessing arms and shel- 
tering in their flats persons want- 
ed by the Gestapo." 


The Italians were reported by 
Reuters to have executed 15 Slo- 
vene soldiers in Rome. 


A Havas dispatch from Budapest 


said a "Mobile military tribunal" 
in Croatia condemned 15 persons 
at Karlovac and three at Stara Pa- 
zove and that all had been execut- 
ed. The dispatch said all were! in- 
volved in assaults on officials, in- 
cluding a German officer in 
the 


ministry of interior in Croatia. 


Reuters said 8,000 men between 


14 and 50 had been sent to concen- 
tration camps in Ljubljana, Capita 
of Yugoslav Solvenia. The Italians 
were said to believe the town was 
one of the strongpoints of Gen. 
Draja Mihailovitch, the Yugoslav 
patriot leader, and boasted 
that 


not one man would be left in Ljubl- 
ana.

Nozi Who Tipped Off

New York, Aug. 24 :—(&)— Prof. 
Karl Boemer, who until May, 1941, 
was the "authoritative spokesman" 
quoted in dispatches from Berlin 
and who then was imprisoned for 
tipping off the impending attack on 
Soviet Russia, died Saturday from 
wounds received on the 
Russian 


front, the Berlin radio announced 
last night. 
"A few weeks before the Germans 
marched into Russia in June, 1941, 
he was arrested by the Gestapo 
and charged with disclosing 
the 
state secret of Germany's coming 
attack. 


He w#s convicted and sentenced 
to prison but released through the 
intervention of Adolf Hitler on the 
understanding that he would go to 
the front. He was fighting as a 
lieutenant when he was wounded,. 


Record Meat 
Crop in U.S. 


By FRANKLIN M U L L I N 
Chicago, Aug. 24 — (/p)— Within a 


few weeks the greatest flood 
of 
meat animals in history will begin 
to pour into the nation's livestock 
markets. 


This will be the marketing of the 


record spring crop of pigs, which 
producers have been fattening for 
months. 


Livestock men said today they 


hoped this would bring relief from 
the nation's meat headache — a 
combination of local shortages at 
many points, particularly in 
the 


east, and of threats of meat alloca- 
tion, rationing or livestock 
price 
ceilings. 


While the big Increase in mar- 
ketings will be hogs, livestock men 
said any expansion in the supply 
of one type of meat automatically 
eases the demand for other types. 
The September run of 
hogs 
at 


slaughtering centers 
usually 
is 


larger than in August and the big 
supplies begin to pour in by Oc- 
tober. Heavy 
marketings 
last 


through most of the winter. 


Normally hog prices decline as 


supplies increase. Last year, 
de- 
spite increasing demand, there was 
only a drop of about 1-2 cent a 
pound from the average price in 
September to that in December. 
Whether there will be any react- 
ionat all this year remains to be 
seen. 


The recent steady rise of live- 


stock prices has undermined the 
ceiling structure holding consum- 
ers' meat costs down to March 
levels. When ceilings on dressed 
meats went into effect last spring 
meact trade experts thought this 
should tend to stabilize livestock 
values. But competition for meat 
from civilian consumers, military 
buyers and lend - lease exporters 
so whetted demand that cattle rose 
about 16 per cent and hogs 9 per 
cent since then. Even lambs have 
moved upward from levels that 
prevailed when ceilings on dressed 
lamb went into effect only 
about 
three weeks ago. 


Recently, average 
hog 
prices 
have been at highs since 1920 and 
cattle since 1928. As a result, meat 
processors have been caught be- 
tween rising live costs and stabil- 
ized dressed meat ceilings. Many 
have complained that they cannot 
continue to operate under such 
situation. This has brought a de- 
mand for livestock ceilings or ad- 
justment in meat ceilings. Govern- 
ment authorities are working on a 
program, possibly involving ration- 
ing to consumers or apportioning 
of supplies to bring relief to pro- 
cessors as well as retail dealers 
who claim to have been handicap- 
ped by the ceilings.

firlually adopted certain soldiers, 
and it is a rare home lhal has not 
entertained a soldier for dinner 
even though the guests and hosts 
have had a difficult time under- 
standing each other. 


Bui while New Caledonians close 


their shops and stores for 'la heurc 
siesta" from 11 a. m. until 2 p. m. 
each day, Amcricna Army traffic 
goes on 24 hours a day and the 
islanders watch in amazement. 


Scenery impressive 
Soldiers from many states 
arc 


on active duty in the scenic trop- 
ical island about 1,000 miles north- 
east of Australia. They have found 
it impressive wilh 
Us warm cli- 


malc, high mountains, green val- 
leys and palm trees. 


The war has brought marked 


changes to the island — blackouts, 
prohibition of liquor 
lo sol- 


diers and ratining of gasoline — 
and just as marked changes in the 
lives of the soldiers who 
have 
gone there. 


The business of getting a date 


with a girl is different from what 
it was in the United 
States; the 


weather is different; 
the insects 


arc different, and the food is dif- 
ferent. 


Soldiers fortunate enough to meet 
iome of the comely, 
dark-eyed 


French girls find they must ob- 
tain permission from the girl's fath- 
er before they may call on her. 
Those able to arrange a date may 
have to bring a friend for 
the 
girl's sister or cousin. 


Sweethearts Needn't Worry

supply of nickel, second only to 
Canada's output.

Seasons Reversed 
Favorable 
trade winds help to 
tcep the average temperature from 
61 to 79 degrees for nine of the 12 
months of the year and snow is un- 
leard of. The seasons are reversed 
from those in the United States. 


While malaria is virutally un- 


| known here, we can truthfully say 
we have never seen so many nor 
such large mosquitoes in our lives. 
Soldiers arc individually equipped 
with bed rind head nets. The fre- 
quent light rainfalls also arc an 
inconvenience, 
compensated- for 
partly by the beautiful rainbows 
which follow. 


Noumea, the capital, was known 


as the "Paris of Ihe Pacific," al- 
Ihough few soldics can understand 
why. 
There arc no night clubs or 


ballrooms, so the armed forces fall 
back on occasional movies. 


Barefoot Walters 
The soldiers have found lobsters, 
oysters, crabs, rousettc saute (fly- 
Jng fox) bat soup and guava jelly 
to their liking. In the hotels, Java- 
nese garcons arc wallers. .T h c s e 
clean, nimble figures quielly move 
around the tables, arc dressed in 
clean while uniforms, bul are bare- 
foot to the last man. 


Soldiers also arc impressed by 


the abundance of fresh fruit. Ba- 
nanas, oranges, cocanuls, lemons 
may be picked off trees or pur- 
chased from natives at low cost.

though just as tasty, and we have 
learned to cat Ihcm green wilh 
a little salt added. 


Nearly every soldier

nolonpus at limes. Fresh mct<t was 
a rarity at first, but now beef is 
available and the large herds of 
deer have provided venison steak. 


Japs Interned 
There were Japanese on Ihe is- 


land when war broke oul, many of 
them engaged in retail trades. They 
have been interned or 
shipped 
away. 


While t h e 
American soldiers 


miss their families and 
friends, 
the customary generosity and hos- 
pitalily of the French , as well as 
of the natives, have done much to 
make us feel at home. Many a firm 
friendship has been formed 
be- 


Iween the soldiers and the N e w 
Caledonians, as is evidenced 
by 


the number of letters being 
ex- 


changed between them and 
the 
soldiers' families in the states. 


We all await anxiously the day 


we victoriously sail for home, but 
we'll always remember the easy 
going, comfortable life of the pop- 
ulation, the beauty of the country 
and the friendships we have form- 
ed at our wartime home.
